The form in which rccoi^nit'on is 
to bo accorded has not boen decided, 
but It may be done by formal noti- 
fication to Eliseo Arredondo. author- 
ised representative here of the Car- 
ransa government. Extension of 
reeognitlon is expectel within a 
week. This will result in the immi^- 
iate order of embargo on arm; 
against factions opposed to the Car- 
ranza government, a step which will 
weaken materially the resonrees of 
the Villa element.
